Ahmedabad : On Sunday, citizens who join the TOI-Rediscover Your City Heritage Walk at Dhal ni Pol, will for 
the first time get introduced to the beginning of Ahemedabaad's story. It was to this spot, that the Amdavadi 
can trace his or her roots from 600 years ago, when it was called Ahawal, and ruled by Asha Bhill. Before the 
walk begins, visitors will be invited to the soul-stirring sitar rendition by Amita Dalal,a pupil of Pandit Vishwa 
Mohan Bhatt.
